Sir Claude MacDonald Declares at Last That 


Legationers Get No Protection. 


ONDON, August 2, 4 a. m.—At last the story of Pekin has been told. Dr. Morrison, in 
today’s Times holds up the Chinese government before the world as guilty, and to a de- 

gree of infamy and duplicity that exceeds the surmise of its worst detractors. In the 

same dispatch he gives a more hopeful view of the prospects of the besieged than has been ex- 
ressed by any of the others who have been heard from. 
Simultaneously there comes from the Belgian charge d’affaires at Shanghai an official state- 
ment that the allies are expected to reach Pekin in about a week, they being eighteen miles from 


Tien Tsin yesterday. 


Another letter has been received at Tien Tsin from the British minister, Sir Claude Mac- 


Donald, dated July 24th. 


“We are surrounded by imperial treops,” he writes, “who are firing on us continuously. The 
enemy is enterprising, but cowardly. We have provisions for about a fortnight and are eating 


our ponies. 


“The Chinese government, if there be one, has done nothing whatever to help us. If the 


Chinese do not press the attack we can hold out for, say ten days. So no time should be lost, 
a terrible massacre is to be avoided.” 


Yet a Shanghai special says Li Hung Chang has received a decree, dated July 28th, com- 


manding him to inform the consuls that the ministers were safe on that date. 


Evidently Sir 


Claude MacDonald was over pessimistic, as Dr. Morrison, under date of July 21st, announces 


the arrival of supplies. 


Safety of the ministers on the 28th is correct. 

Sir Claude MacDonald’s latest letter, while a strong indictment of the Chinese government, 
js not nearly so much so as Dr. Morrison’s dispatch. That correspondent, with the imperial edict 
as authority, declares that as late as July 2d the imperial government urged the boxers to con- 
tinue their “loyal and patriotic services in exterminating the Christians.” : 

He explains those marvelous changes in the Chinese attitude which have so puzzled the 
world. It appears that all the appeals for intervention and all the protestations of friendship 
have been due entirely to the victories of the allies at Tien Tsin. The ministers at Pekin owed 
their safety up to July 21st, not to government protection, but to the scarcity of Chinese am- 


munition, and to the fear which the Tien Tsin victories inspired. 


In view of this, it is quite within reason that the edict announcing the 


When it is remembered 


how great reliance is placed upon Dr. Morrison in England, the importance of his exposure of 


the Chinese government can scarcely be over-estimated. 


It seems to banish all hopes enter- 


tained by Lord Salisbury that the Chinese government might yet be proved not directly respon- 
sible for the outrage, and it may result in an entire cessation of the negotiations with Chinese 
diplomatists, if not in an open declaration of war on the part of the powers. 

General Sir Alfred Gaselee is quoted as saying on July 28th that he was ready to advance, al- 


though lacking in artillery. 


Colonel Daggett, commanding the 


Americans at Tien Tsin, is also 


credited with a similar statement on the same date, although, utterly without transportation, 
not even having a horse for himself. 
Re-enforcements are reported to have been sent to the Chinese at Yang Tsun, where strong 


intrenchments have been thrown 
up to bar the advance of the al- 


lies. 

The Berlin correspondent of 
The Daily Chronicle says Em- 
peror William’s approval of the 
employment of non-commission- 
ed men on leave is evidently in- 
tended to pave the way for a Ger- 
man expedition on a large scale. 
and that it is probable that when 
sufficiently large this force will 
act independently. 

Commenting upon Dr. Morri- 
son's dispatch, The Times says: 

“It is now beyond doubt that the fre- 
quent assertions of the different Chinese 
tepresentatives that for a month past the 
legations have been enjoying the protec- 
tion of the throne are, one and all, un- 
qualified falsehoods. The cumulative evli- 
dence is overwhelming that the whole af- 
fair has been throughout under the control 
and direction of the Chinese government. 

‘It now rests with the powers to make 

Chinese government understand that

“They posted a proclamation as- 
suring us of protection and the same 
night they made a general attack in 


the hope of surprising us. 

“There is still no news of Pei Tang Ca- 
thedral. The wounded number 138, includ- 
ing the American surgeon, Lippitt, se- 
verely wounded, and Captain Myers, who 
is doing well. Seven Americans have 
been killed. : 

‘‘All the ministers and members of the 
legations and their families are in good 
health. The general health of the com- 
munity is excellent, and we are content- 
edly awaiting relief.’ 

After enumerating the casualties al- 
ready reported and giving the total 
deaths, including America, as fifty-six, 
Mr. Morrison proceeds as follows: 

“The Chinese undermined the French 
legation, which is now & ruin, but the 
French minister, M. Pichon, was not 
present, having fled for protection to the

Edict to Mr. Wu. 
Washington, August 1.—The Chinese 
minister called at the state department 
early today and presented to Secretary 
Hay a dispatch from Li Hung Chang, re- 
ceived last midnight from the Chinese 

minister in London: 

“pst received a telegram from Pao 
Ting Foo of the sixth moon, twenty-third 
day (July 19th), that the privy coungil 
had that day received an *imperial edict 
as follows: . 

“' We have received the memorial of 
Li Hung Chang and others imploring us 
to save and protect the ministers of the 
various nations. Now the ministers are 
all safe and well, and Li Hung Chang is 
directed to wire to Yang Wu and others 
that they may inform the respective sec- 
retaries for foreign affairs accordingly.

“This telegram has been delayed in 
transmission. The other day I and other 
viceroys sent a joint memorial, request- 
ing that the different ministers be escort- 
ed out of Pekin, or that they first be en- 
abled to freely communicate by letter or

COLTMAN TELLS OF THE SIEGE, 


BAD OP.) re * 


Chicago Record Correspondent Gets 
a Cable Through. 


Chicago, August 1.—A cable dispatch to 
The Daily News from Che Foo, July 31, 
via Shanghai, August 1, says: 

Dr. Robert Coltman, ‘Jr., the staff corre- 
spondent of The Chicago Record, in 
Pekin, who had not been heard from 
since June 12th, sends the following dis- 
patch: 

“Pekin, July 21.—Baron Von Ketteler, 
the German minister, was murdered by 
Chinese troops and his secretary wounded 
June 20th, while on his way to the tsung 
li yamen. The foreign residents are be- 
sieged in the British legation and have 
been under a daily fire from artillery and 
rifles. 

“The cowardice of the Chinese fortun- 
ately prevented them from making suc- 
cessful rushes. Our losses are sixty kiled 
and seventy wounded. The Chinese losses 
exceed 1,000. 

“There has been no word from the cut- 
side world. Food is plentiful, such as it 
is, rice and horse flesh. Yesterday, under 
a flag of truce, a message was sent by 
Yung Lu asking if Sir Claude MacDon- 
ald, the British minister, would consent 
to a truce. The minister replied he was 
willing provided the Chinese came no 
closer. The shell firing then ceased and 
everything is now quiet. 

‘**‘We hope that, having defeated the Chi- 
nese, relief is nearing us. We are all ex- 
hausted with constant standing on guard, 
fighting, building barricades and digging 
trenches both night and day. 

“All the legations except the British 
are utterly wrecked by shot and shell. 
The Austrian, Italian, Belgian and Hol- 
land buildings* are burned to the ground. 
The British legation is also much shat- 
tered. The United States marines still 
hold a vital position on the city wall com- 
manding the legations. 

“After a brillfant sortie on the night 
of July 3d, Captain Myers succeeded in 
driving back the Kansuh mounted troops. 
During the fight Captain Myers was 
slightly wounded. Secretary Squires, of 
the United States legation, deserves the 
greatest credit for his services through- 
out the siege. His military experience 
and energy are invaluable. Many flags 
and rifles were captured by Captain 


Myers.”’

Raleigh, N. C., August 1.—(Special.)— 
The only incident today was a threshing 
given Tom Massey, white republican, at 
Selma. He cursed some democrats. 
Teague, the populist, .who yesterday 
caused trouble at Smithfield and was 
made to leave, turned up at Selma. He 
began a speech calculated to arouse the 
negroes and was then stopped and told to 
depart. He left. 

The Iocal military. were kept on waiting 
orders here all day in the armory. Lo- 
gan Harris, assistant adjutant general, 
said they would be kept on duty all of 
tomorrow; that it was a matter of pre- 
caution so that in case of any real trou- 
ble they could be quickly got away to it. 
He said there was no disturbance today, 
and that the stir and talk of possibility 
of trouble really prevented it. Some of 
the republicans were intimating that if 
there was trouble anywhere it might oc- 
cur at Winston tomorrow. 

What Chairman Simmons Says. 

Democratic State Chafrman Simmons 
said tonight: 

“The grossest outrage Governor Rus- 
sell has yet perpetrated is keeping the 
soldiers here armed and in uniform. I 
believe it is an attempt to make politi- 
cal capital and to intimidate and over- 
awe the people in a time of profound 
peace. It is military usurpation. There 
is no suggestion of any violence calling 
for the interference of the military. This 
action of the governor cannot be too se- 
verely condemned. It is an outrage on 
the people of the state. There is no ex- 
planation of it, save the overweening in- 
fluence over the governor of Senator 
and flagrant vio- 
lation of the constitution and laws of 
North Carolina arid the sptyit @f our in- 
stitutions and ought itself to arouse the 
people to tHe utmost effort to throw off 
the last vestige of fusion authority in 
this state.’’ 

Some democrats declare it an overt act 
which justifies impeachment. 

Ex-Chief Justice Shepperd said that af- 
ter careful consideration he is of the 
opinion that any writ enjoining the elec- 
tion, if such a thing is attempted, will 
be void, and therefore not binding upon 
anybody. State Chairman Simmons says: 

“Everything is in readiness for the 
election. The democrats are thoroughly 
organized, better than ever before in the 
history of the party. They will enter 
upon the election with more enthusiasm, 
zeal and determination than in any elec- 
tion in the history of the state. Indica- 
tions are that we will carry the state 


‘by forty thousand majority for the state 


ticket, and that the amendment will be 
ratified by about the same majority. 
Both branches of the legislature will be 
largely democratic. The democrats are 
confident, but still hard at work. They 
will not relax their efforts till the end. I 
predict we will poll the largest vote ever 
cast by any party in this state. The 
fusionists have made a tremendous ef- 
fort to get up a row-—first, for the pur- 
pose of asking federal troops; second, 
for national intervention. The demo- 
crats have seen their game, and being 
confident of victory, have done every- 
thing in human power to prevent an 
outbreak.

They Are Down on Butler. 

The insurance commissioner came in 
teday from the democratic campaign 
and said that in every county in which he 
spoke the people are deciaring that Sen- 
ator Butler ought not to be allowed to 
remain in North Carolina. He says that 
for the past thirty years Tougee has been 
held up as the most unpopular man ever 
known in North Carolina, but that Tougee 
Was popular compared to Butler. 
Evidence accumulates that the buliet 
which wounded a democratic. parader, 
named Wallace, at Asheville, was really 
aimed at Congressman Crawford or Locke 
Craig, member of the legislature. A ne- 
gro was seen aiming at them, but at the 
instant Wallace rode alongside their 
carriage and received the bullet. 

Red shirts are spreading. It is declar- 
ed that had the campaign continued an- 
other month they would have been ip 
every county. They have so far appear- 
ed in only about a fifth of the counties 
as far west as Mecklenburg and Alamance 
and as far north as Vance. 

The democrats used this week, with 
great effect, the letter of Cyrus Thompson, 
retiring as. populist nomiree as gover- 
nor in favor of Adams, republican. Dem- 
ocrats say that read between the iines 
it looks as if he wrote it to even up with 
Senator, Butler, who took him down from 
the ticket. This letter, and the terri- 
ble letter of ex-Judge Ewart, were used 
by scores-of democratic speakers yes- 
terday, and today it is learned at demo 
cratic headquarters that during the past 
fortnight there have been over 1,200 speak- 
ers of that party in the field, and that this 
multitude literally overwhelmed the fu- 
sionists. 

Late tonight Chairman Simmons had a 
telegram from Election Registrar Grady, 
of South Washington precinct, Beaufort 
county, saying the registration books were 
not found by the people who tried to steal 
them. Grady says a prominent demo- 
Crat there got a letter signed by Butler 
and addressed to him as a populist. tell- 
ing him by all means to get possession of 
the registration books :n all democratic 
precincts. ' The books are guarded. 

Several Fights Yesterday. 

The democrats held a rally at Casar., in 
Cleveland county, today. After the 
speaking, Bob Brocket, republican, started 
arow. He was cut up badly and is report- 
ed to be dyirg. Orange Latimore is also 
cut. 

During the fight, Frank Queen, another 
republican, opened fire on the crowd. One 
ball struck John Bynum Lattimore in 
the thigh, another struck a watch in the 


breast pocket of B. E. Hamrick and glanc- 
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ed. Queen then ran, but is being -pugsued. 
If caught he may never get to jafl. 

At Concord the biggest rally of the cam- 
paign was held, 12,00) people being in town. 
Harry Lacy, an imported populist orator, 
from Texas, tried to address a crowd of 
populists, but was yelled down by dem- 
ocrats. Later.a crowd gathered at his ho- 
tel. Rev. Lacy Hoge, Baptist minister. 
appealed for law and order. Mayor 
George W. Means personally escorted La- 
cy to Mr. Hoge’s residence. Thence he 
was slipped out of town to a country de- 
pot, six miles distant, where he took the 
train for Texas. 

There were a number of fist fights be- 
tween democrats and populists, but in 
only one instance was a weapon used and 
@ populist was severely cut on the face. 

It is the opinion of conservative men 
that the election will pass off peacefully. 
It may be, however, that in counties 
where the vote on the legislative ticket 
is expected to be closest, trouble will re- 
sult, and once started serious results may 
follow, as both sides are said to be pre- 
pared for any emergency. 

When asked at Winston today what, in 
his opinion, would be the result at tomor- 
row’s election, Republican State Chairman 
Holton replied:

Motion of Car Caused It 
To Discharge. 


ONE SHELL EMPTIED 


Coroner and Police Regard the Shoot 
ing as Remarkable Accident. 
Wyatt Had Accident Policy 
for $5,000—Sad News 
Told His Family. 


With a bullet hole in his head, Bascom 
L. Wyatt was found: lying dead on the 
floor of the toilet room in a passenger 
coach when train No. 1 of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad arrived last night 
at 7:30 o’clock from Chattanooga. 

It was believed at first that suicide 
had been committed, but a closer inves- 
tigation showed that the killing had been 
due to a most remarkable accident. The 
pistol had been discharged while in the 
coat pocket, the coat hanging upon a 
hook, and the explosion of the cartridge 
is believed to have been caused by the 
swaying of the car striking the hammer 
against the door panel. This was the 
opinion of all those who investigated the 
shooting, and a strange and remarkable 
accident was the onfy explanation of the 
killing under the evidence surrounding 
the scene. 

The pistol was a 
Wesson. Only one cartridge 
ploded. 

Mr. Wyatt. was a traveling salesman 
and he left Atlanta yesterday afternoon 
at 4 o’clock to return at 7:30 o'clock, 
When he bought a ticket at the union 
depot he purchased an accident insur- 
ance policy for $5,000. The question as to 
whether the shooting was accidental, 
therefore, enters into the affair with 
more than ordinary interest, and the ex- 
act circumstances surrounding the kill- 
ing will be thoroughly gone into by the 
coroner's jury. 

When the body was first discovered 
there was no one at the depot who 
knew the dead man, and it was only 
by’ examining papers’ in his pockets that 
his name and address were ascertained.

Messengers were sent hurriedly to No, ak 
207 Ivy street, Mr. Wyatt's home, and 


the news of the tragedy gently broken 
to the wife and little children, who were 
then waiting the homecoming of hus- 
band and father. 

Left Wife and Children. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Wyatt an- 
nounced to his family that he would 
make.a trip to Marietta, and, after 
transacting a little business, would be at 
home in time for supper. He went to 
the union depot, bought a return ticket 
to Marietta, and at the same time se- 
cured an accident policy for $5,000 in the 
Travelers’ Insurance Company. 

Conductor R. R. Hargis, of train No, 1, 
upon which the shooting occurred, was 
of the opinion that Mr. Wyatt. boarded 
the train at Raccoon, Ga., but in this 
he must have been mistaken, as Mr. 
Wyatt could not possibly have had the 
time to reach that place and return to 
Atlanta when he did. 

Mr. Wyatt evidently boarded the train 
at Marietta. A number of passengers 
got on at that place and there was no 
way for the conductor to tell exactly 
at what point he did board the train. 

At Bolton Lige Boger, the negro porter, 
tried to open the toilet door in the last 
coach and found it fastened on the in- 
side. That was the room in which the 
dead body was subsequently found. 

No further attempt was made to open 
the door until the train reached the de- 
pot, when O. F. Cone, a negro train 
hand who cleans the coaches, opened the 
door with a key and upon the floor he 
saw the dead body of Mr. Wyatt. The 
conductor was notified and he informed 
the police. 

Sergeant McCurdy and Patrolman Holt 
took charge of the car, keeping the door 
closed until the coroner arrived. Two 
or three hundred people crowded about 
the coach. Papers in the dead man’s 
pocket gave his name and address. 

Sad News Is Told the Wife. 

Call Officer Wells was sent to No. 207 
Ivy street. He found two ladies: and 
three children on the front porch. Mrs. 
Wyatt, busy preparing supper for the 
expected husband, was in the rear of the 
house. The little childgen- were upon 
the porch ready to run and meet the 
father, as- they were looking for him 
every moment. 

The officer asked for Mr. Wyatt and 
was told that he was not at home. Then 
he asked for Mrs. Wyatt. At this a lit- 
tle girl, with an intuition born of childish 
fear, cried out that something had hap- 
pened to her father. 

The officer met Mrs. Wyatt in the hall 
and he told her he had been sent to in- 
form her that her husband was seri- 
ously ill in Marietta. Mrs. Wyatt seemed 
to divine that something terrible had 
happened and she sent for her mother. 

er the officer met Ed Lovejoy, Mrs. 
w t's brother, and told him the whole 
of the sad tragedy. 

The scene at the little home was one 
of grief and tears instead of happiness 
and joy that was to have been at the 
home-returning of the absent husband 
and father.

I) THE POLICY OF UNITED STATES 


Free Communication with the Capital of China Is Demanded 
by the Government, 


ASSURANCES NOT ENOUGH 


Desperate Methods Used To Prevent 
Advance of Allles, 


SPECIAL CABINET MEETING TODAY 


Secretary Hay Announces That Until 
China Yields in Her Course 
Toward the Ministers No 
Consideration Will Be 
Shown Her. 


Washington, August 1.—(Special.)—On to 
Pekin unless free communication is open 


‘for Minister Conger” is the policy of the 


United States government summed up in 
a few words. Although no official an- 
nouncement reached the war, navy or 
state departments indicating that the al- 
lied forces have left Tien Tsin for Pekin, 
information to that effect was unofficially 
received here, and generally accepted as 
a fact. 

Major General Chaffee and Rear Admir- 
al Remey are under instructions to ex- 
ercise their best judgment and discretion 
and the report that the American forces 
led off in the advance upon Pekin follow- 


- ed by the British and Japanese forces oc- 


casions no surprise in official circles. 

Minister Wu was an early caller at the 

state department this morning, and after 
a long consultation with Secretary Hay, 
‘t was stated that he laid before the sec- 
retary some of the latest correspondence 
tha thas passed between Li Hung Chang 
and the imperial Chinese government to 
the effect that most of the influential vice- 
roys have memorialized the emperor to 
extend protection to all foreigners in 
Pekin and throughout the empire. 
_ No reply was received to the first me- 
morial, and another petition was sent ask- 
ing that the ministers should either be 
give safe conduct from Pekin or that un- 
restricted communication should be open- 
ed to them and their respective govern- 
ments. 

Minister Wu stated that while no reply 
was received to the last petition, it 
brought forth an answer to the first me- 
morial, which he explains was probably 
delayed in transmission. In substance, | 
the answer to the first memorial was an 
imperial] edict ordering all loyal Chinese to 
protect foreigners in the empire. 

China Still Unreasonable. 

While all of these assurances of the 
safety of Minister Conger are very grati- 
fying China has not yet complied with 
the reasonable demands of the allied pow- 
ers, and especially the request made by 
the United States, to-wit: First, to secure 
the permanent rescue of the ministers, 
either by bringing them away from Pe- 
kin or allowing them free communication 
with their home governments. 

The second object of the United States 
government is to hasten the advance of 
the allied forces upon the Chinese capi- 
tal. 

Secretary Hay says there will be no de- 
viation from the American policy in China 
until] these propositions are acceded to. 
It is evident that the Chinese government 
is resorting to pecullar methods of di- 
plomacy to prevent the forward movement 
of the international column upon Pekin. It 
is because of the suspicious methods that

a cloud of doubt and uncertainty still 
hovers around everything supposed to em- 
anate from the Chinese capital. 


So far as the United States is concerned, | 


it is officially stated that there is but 
one possible means of preventing the for- 


‘ward movement of the allied forces upon 


Pekin, and it is within the power of the 
Chinese government to assist in that dl- 
rection by an instant compliance with the 
demands of the powers that the ministers 
be at once placed in free commuhication 
with their governments. 

With an obstinacy beyond all under- 
standing, the Chinese government pre- 
vents such action being taken and be- 
cause of their reluctancy to grant what 
the civilized world conceives to be a rea- 
sonable and practical request, the agony 
is prolonged. It has been suerested that 
the Pekin authorities send an embassy 
to Tien Tsin with full authority to deal 
with the situation and have unlimited 
power to grant reparation for injuries in- 
flicted upon foreigners. Such a proposition 
might be acceptable, provided it is pre- 
ceded by the release of the ministers from 
Siege and granted free access to commu- 
nicate with their home governments. Such 
action might obviate the necessity of ad- 
vancing the allied forces upon Pekin. 

President McKinley will be home tomor- 
row and a special meeting of the cabinet 
has been called to consider the latest de- 
velopments in the Chinese situation. He 
has already been kept fully advised of 
every movement on the part of our gov- 
ernment and but for the unfavorable com- 
ment upon his absence from the national 
capital during the present crisis there 
would be no immediate necessity for his 
presence here. 


ANARCHISTS ARE EXULTANT. 


Pennsylvania Miners Send Message 
of Congratulation. 

Pittsburg, Pa., August 1.—A special to 
The Commercial Gazette says: 

Tonight at the mouth of an abandoned 
mine near Shanera Station, on the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad, quite a large 
gathering of anarchists met to exuit 
over the killing of King Humbert. The 
meeting was in charge of G. Ciancabilla, 
editor of L’Aurora, the anarchist news- 
paper of Hoboken, N. J., who spoke for 
an hour, rousing his hearers to a high 
pitch of rejoicing. Ciancabilla disclaimed 
all knowledge of Bresci’s mission to 
Italy, but heartily approved of the result. 
He claims it was not a plot in which 
anarchists were concerned. Bresci alone 
knew in his heart what his intentions 
were, Of the report that himself, Brescl, 
Gori and Malatesta met in Madrid a year 
ago amd concocted the plot,. he says he 
was not in Madrid; Gori was in S*suth 
America then and is now, and Malatesta 
was serving a jail sentence at the time. 
When the speeches were concluded ap- 
propriate resolutions were adopted and 
the following cablegram erdered by the 
group to be sent: 

“The Minister Sarracco, Rome.— 
We are exultant over the death of the 
king who massacred the people. Hur- 
rah for our comrade Bresci. 

(Signed) 

“The Anarchist Group, 

Pa.’’

The Misses Claire and Isabel Sheehan, 
of Atlanta, were in Italy at the time of 
the marriage of the new king and gave 
a most interesting account of the court 
and the celebrations atending it, both in 
Rome and Fiorence. 

Through friends in Rome Miss Isabel 
Sheehan was invited to the royal wedding 
service and in the Church of Angels wit- 
nessed the ceremony. Her sister, Miss 
Claire Sheehan, was in Florence studying 
music when the young couple arrived 
there and were entertaired at a sumptu- 
Ous reception. She was among the #0 
guests honored with invitations, so that 
she and her sister have had privileges 
accorded few American’ girls abroad in 
witnessing a royal marriage and in be- 
ing present at functions celebrating the 
event, 

“There is no exaggeration in the state- 
ment,’’ said Miss Sheehan, ‘‘that the new 
king scarcely reaches the shoulder of the 
good and beautiful princess he married, 
for on no occasion was that more evident 
than the morriing of their marriage which 
was solemnized at a nuptial high mass 
with all the dignity of that beautiful cere- 
mony. Yet when the prince (for he was 
then the prince of Naples) was seated 
in the carriage with his bridé, he appeared 
quite as tall as she, for from his head to 
his waist he is quite the size of the aver- 
age man. It is in the shortness of his 
limbs that his height is detracted: from, 
and when 2 pie or horseback riding one 
would never suppose nim to be the almost 
deformed figure he presents when stand- 
ing. His limbs seem ecarcely strong 
énough for his body, for he is always as- 
sisted to his horse, or in his carriage, 
and yet he is quite an expert bicyclist and 
took gr2at pleasure /n teaching his young 
bride himcelf how to ride the wheel. I saw 
an interesting lesson being given in the 
gardens of the palace one afternoon when 
I had the opportunity of observing, as I 
did at the wedding, that the princess, 
though at the time of her marriage was 
but twenty-six, looked scarcely that, 
and in her lithe beauty might well be 
called ‘daughter of the gods divinely tall, 
divinely fair.’ 

“But it*was of the wedding you wanted 
to hear,’ Miss Sheehan resumed, after 
picturing the princess on her wheel. ‘‘The 
grand old church had its interior decorat- 
tions well-nigh hid by a wilderness of 
beautiful tropical plants of the most 
luxurious kind, and flowers seemed to 
veritably stud the walls and niches. In 
the carpets thrown upon the aisles and 
the general scheme of decorations, red 
and green were the predominating colors, 
these colors, so the artist designer said, 
being the best to blend with the uniforms 
of the distinguished guests and the regal 
toilets of the women, 

“I will not attempt to tell you how 
they were placed in the church, but there 
Were special seats reserved for the roy- 
alty and nobility, for the diplomatic corpa, 
for the government officials and for the 
Roman aristocracy. 

“The wedding party was comparatively 
mall and was participated in only by 
royalty. The king and queen came first, 
Humbert in the uniform of a general and 
looking unmistakably happy, while the 
beloved Queen Margherita was a vision of 
beauty, her face wreathed in smiles. She 
wore a gorgeous toilet of ycllow satin, 
overlaid with lace, and her ornaments 
were pearls and diamonds. Her tiara of 
these gems held in place a veil of lace 
that extended almost to the end of her 
train. The latter was five yards in 
length, and was borne by two gentlemen 
in waiting. The queen, unfortunateiy, 
hes the same fault of physique that has 
her noble son. She looks far better seat- 
ed, or in her carriage, than standing, end 
her walk is not graceful, for she wears 
grotesquely high heels to make up for the 
extreme shortness of her limbs, 

“Following the king and queen in the 
royal procession was the prince of Monte- 
negro, on his arm his daughter, the bride. 
Then came the groom with his aunt, the 
queen of Portugal, who also is one of the 
homeliest women I ever saw. The duchess 
Dowager d’Oasta and the young duchess

» After the marriage ceremony, according 
to the forma] ritual of the church, mass 
followed, the choir accompanying being 
made up of the finest vocalists Europe 
could afford. 

“The fact that his ‘bride towered high 
above him seemed by no means to de- 
prive the young prince of the usual fe- 
licity of the bridegroom,. for his smile 
was a most happy one as he led her out 
of the church. Their carriage, like that 
of the king and qyeen, was of white and 
gold, drawn by four milk white horses. 
The procession included over a hundred 
equipages and wonderful elegance and 
radiant livery. 

“The next time I saw the royal pair 
was in Florence the same week when 
they were on their bridal trip. Their 
visit thera was indeed a triumph and 
they were preceded into the city by a 
procession three miles long, at the end of 
which they entered the palace and were 
received by the lord mayor of the city. 
That afternoon while the city celebrated 
in their honor the young couple donned 
simple toiletts and in a simple equipage, 
enjoyed a drive in the suburbs of the 
city. That night in their honor was 
given the famous torchlight procession, 
as we would call it, but really a muitive 
custom originating in the twelfth cen- 
tury and only repeated since then three 
times; once on the occasion of Humbert’s 
marriage to Margherita; again when the 
queen of England visited Italy and then 
on the evening I witnessed it. 

‘Unlike our torchight processions, the 
soldiers take part and carry glass globes, 
inside of which the lights are. The globes 
represent in their cut and design the 
vegetable kingdom, the flower kingdom 
and the anima] kingdom and the scene 
the whole presents is one more weird 
than beautiful, unique, but not artistic. 


At a certain juncture of the procession, 


as it. passed the palace, a halt was called. 
The royal orchestra on the balcony play- 
ed the national hymn,, ‘Italia,’ and the 
princess bride appeared attended by the 
royal guests, the happy prince by her 
side.- Calclum lights were so thrown 
upon her that the populace passing un- 
derneath might see her distinctly. 

“When she retired. within the guests 
invited to the reception were ushered in 
to meet her. Each one was formally pre- 
sented and received by the bride with a 
cordial smile, for she spoke but little save 
to those in her tmmediate party. The 
gown she wore was very similar to her 
wedding gown and wags white satin and 
gorgeous lace, She wore all her wedding 
jewels, many pearls being about her 
shoulders and neck. She wears white a 
great deal, for it accentuates the shining 
whiteness of her skin, ner expressive 
brown eyes and her wavy black hair. 

“At supper only royalty was seated at 
what we call the bride’s table and the 
remainder of the guests were seated at 
tables in the apartment adjoining.” 

Miss Sheehan heré read from her diary 
kept in Italy many interesting detalls of 
the reception and what tRe royal person- 
ages wore. 

“In being queen of Italy now,” said 
Miss Sheehan, ‘‘the former princess of 
fontenegro may feel in a degree compen- 
sated for her disappointment when she 
became one of the ‘royal jilts*’ of the 
czar of Russia. 

“What is a ‘royal jilt? Why before 
the czar finally took unto himself a 
bride he considered several princesses be- 
fore he made a final choice. The princess 
of Montenegro was one of these and it 
was while. still smarting under the affair 
that the prince of Naples met her in 
Germany and it is said fell in love with 
her at sight. 

“Although he had courted others, he is 
said to have confided ifn his mother, 
Queen Marguerita, that the fair Helen 
was his choice. A meeting was arranged 
for them in Venice, when their betrothal 
was ahnounced. 

“The czar continued his interest in the 
princess for his wedding gift to her was 
$80,000 with which to purchase her jewels 
and her trousseau. The -principality of 
Montenegro is a poor one, but in high 
favor with Russia. The present queen of 
Italy, though in a palace now, spent her 
childhood and girlhood days in an almost 
simple home, for the prince of Monte- 
negro, her father, is a poor man.

They reach the highest standard of man- 
hood and womanhood, the highest ideals 
of justice and human felicity; and the na- 
tions of the earth have bveen great in

Macon Banker Gets an Injunction 
Against City. 


THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE 


Contractors for Putting in Sewers 
Claim Money Is Due Them. 


THE BANKER HAD ADVANCED FUNDS 


City Was About to Sell Bonds, and 
Would Have Done So But for 
the Injunctfon. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., August 1.—({(Special.)—The may- 
or and council of the city of Macon were 
served with an injunction today to re- 
strain them from selling thirty-five sewer 
bonds of the denomination of $1,000 each, 


making a total of $35,000. At the regular 
meeting of the city council last Tues- 
day week a resolution was introduced by 
the finance committee of council, and 
unanimously adopted, authorizing the 
mayor to sell the bonds. The sale was 
for the purpose of applying the proceeds 
to the payment of $35,000 of indebtedness 
contracted in work done on sewerage and 
drainage. It was proposed to sell the 
bonds to the bond commission of the city 
of Macon, and it was expected that the 
commission would meet tomorrow and 
adopt a resolution to purchase the bonds. 
But the meeting will not be held on ac 
count of the injunction served on the 


mayor and council] today. 

The petition for injunction was made 
this morning by Mr. R. H. Plant, the 
well-known Macon banker, through his 
attorneys, Hardeman, Davis & Turner, 
and Washington Dessau. The order grant- 


ing the temporary injunction was signed 
by Judge Felton, of Bibb superior court. 
The case may be heard tomorrow. 
The causes leading up to the injunction 
are interesting. By act of the legisla- 
ture and a vote of the reople of Macon, 
the mayor and council were authorized to 
issue $200,000 of bonds for sewerage and 
drainage purposes. Ga»voury & Nobles, of 
Alabama, contracted to construct a sys- 
em of sanitary sewers in Macon for $96,- 
&. In the course of time Gaboury drop- 
ped out of the paftnership, and others 
with Nobles and dropped out, 
but Nobles continued the work with the 
contract until the system was completed. 
During «he contract Mr. R. H. Plant ad- 
vanced considerable money to Nobles, 
and thus became interested in the con- 
tract. Differences arose between Nobles 
and the city of Macon, and finally No- 
bles entered suit against the city for $83,- 
000, claiming this amount is due for ex- 
tra work, delayed time. etc. The city 
says it is due Nobles only $7,000, which it 
is willing to pay at any time. An arbitra- 
tion committee was appointed on the part 
of Nobles and the city to try and settle 
the matter outside of the courts, but it Is 
now said the arbitrators have been unable 
to agree, and the matter may have to 
be arbitrated in the courts. It is rumored 
that the city was willing to compromise 
at $15,000, but the other side would not ac- 
is. 
OF a $200,000 of bonds that the city was 
authorized to issue for sewerage and 
drainage, $150,000 have been expended, 
leaving a balance of $50,000 of bonds un- 
sold. As already stated, the city now de- 
sires to sell $35,000 of this balance, and Mr. 
Plant seeks to enjoin this sale, for he 
thinks ne will get a large judgment 
against the city in the Nobles suit and 
expects the $50,000 of unsold bonds to be 
applied to the settlement of the judgment.

Georgetown, Ky.. August 1.—In the POw- 
ers trial today the testimony of the de- 
fendant was concluded, It was general- 
ly conceded that while some of the ad- 
missions made by him were in a degree 
damaging, he made upon the whole an 
excellent witness, the prosecution failing 
to tangle him on cross-examination. 

Rev. John Stamper, the brother-in-law 
of Wharton Golden, whose testimony the 
fefense hopes to contradict, was intro- 
duced following Powers and _ created 
something of a sensation on cross-exam- 
ination by admitting that he, as Powers’s 
friend, sought to get Golden to leave the 
state and indirectly offered him $5,000. 
Stamper was still on the stand when the 
court adjourned. 

George F. Weaver, the alleged Colorado 
witness for the prosecution, who develop- 
ed. into a “know it all,” languishes in 
jail tonight on a warrant charging him 
with perjury. 

It developed here today that ex-Govern. 
or Taylor, although he is not before the 
court at Georgetown, is represented by 
counsel there. James A. Violett, of this 
city, is attending the trial to keep up 
with the evidence ag it bears on Govern- 
or Taylor’s case. 

At the afternton session Colonel Camp- 
bell interrogated the witness regarding 
his flight under military escort to evade 
arrest after the issuance of the war- 
rant, March 10th. Powers repeated that 
he was afraid he could not get a fair 
trial on account of political prejudice ana 
also because of the $100,000 reward fund.

The wit- 
ness replied that he did say to Golden 
that he believed he could get those fellows 
to give him $5,000 if he would leave the 
state. He said he had nobody in particu- 
lar in mind when he referred to “those fel- 
lows.’’ 

“Would you have been willing to have 
given him $5,000 to leave the state and not 
testify?’ asked Colonel Hendricks, of the 
prosecution. 

The witness hesitated and then said: 
“Yes, sir; I guess I would.’’ The witness 
denied that he got anything for testifying 
and denied that his relations with Golden 


are now unfriendly. Colonel Hendricks in-

Maratime Company Failed To Com-

ARBITRATION MAY RESULT AT ONCE 


The Company Claims That Events of 


Main Force Over Which It Had 
No Control Impeded the 
Progress and Comple- 
tion of the Canal. 


Managua, Nicaragua, August 1.—The 
governor of Nicaragua has taken pos- 
gession of the property of the Maritime 
Canal Company and removed the com- 
pany’s cars, rails and property to the 
interior from Greytown, under article 54 
of the concession. 

The seizure of the property of the Mari- 
time Canal Company has long been ex- 
pected, although the United States gov- 
ernment has done all that it could prop- [| 
erly do to conserve the rights of the 
consessionary. Under the terms of the 
eoncession the Nicaragua Canal Comba- 
ny was allowed a. period of ten years, 
after the completion of the preliminary 
gurveys, in which to complete the con- 
struction of the canal. 

That period expired nearly two years 
ago. The company, which had done a 
great deal of work, was expecting to ef- 
fect an arrangement for the transfer .of 
{ts properties and privileges to the gov- 
ernment of the United States through 
some of the various Nicaraguan canal 
bills that have been introduced in con- 
gress and more or less advanced to en- 
actment within recent years. 

The Nicaraguan government, however, 
foreseeing the failure of the company to 
comply with the letter of its contract, 
entered into another arrangement with 
what was known as the Cragin-Eyre. 
syndicate to take up the original con- 
cession promptly upon its expiration. 
The Nicaragua Canal Company, or rather 
its successor, the Maritime Canal Com- 
pany, was notified that the Nicaraguan 
government had vacated its concession 
and intended to seize upon its properties, 
according to the terms of article 54 of the 


~ concession. 


This article provides that in the ewent 
the concession 
through failure to complete it within the 
time set, or from other specific causes, 
the “republic shall enter upon possession 
in perpetuity of the canal, of works of 
art, lighthouses, stations, deposits, stores 
and all the establishments used in this 
administration of the canal, without be- 
ing obliged to pay any indemnity to the 
company.”” The same article provides 
for the exemption from seizure of the 
company’s vessels, coal, work shops and 
capital. 

The canal company protested against 
the proposed seizure and appealed to the 
government of the United States. Article 
of the concession provides that “should 
events of main force arise, duly justified 
and sufficient to impede the regular prog- 
ress of the work during a period of ten 
years, an extension shall be granted,’ etc. 


_ The company claimed that exactly this 


contingency has arisen and asked for 
the extension referred to. The last arti- 
tle of, the concession provides that in the 
event of a misunderstanding between the 
government of Nicaragua and the com- 
pany, the dispute should be submitted to 
four arbitrators, two to be selected by 
each party.

that all four of the arbitrators should be 
native Nicaraguans. The company re- 
fused to commit its interests to the care 
of such agents and United States Minis- 
ter Merry, at the instance of the state 
department, intervened in its favor. It 
appears now, however, that the arbitra- 
tion having failed, as’ the Nicaraguan 
government claims, by the expiration of 
the period allowed for its work, the gov- 
ernment has proceeded to take pdssession 
of the canal company’s property as con- 
templated in article 54.

Large Fertilizer Plant To Be Erected 
Near Charleston, S. C. 


Columbia, S. C., August 1.—(Spectal.)— 
The story is current here. and on‘ good 
authority, that the Armours, of Zhicazco, 
and the Charleston Mining and Manufac- 
turing Company are to erect a $1,500,000 
fertilizer plant near Charleston. The 
rock will be furnished by the mining com- 
pany and the blood, tankage and other 
picking house products used in the man- 
ufacture will be supplied from the Ar- 
mours’ houses. 

Tha Virginia-Carolina Chemical Com- 
pany has been endeavoring to purchase 
the Charleston Mining Company, but the 
stockholders have refused the offer an4d 
will become interested in the Armour 
company. The chemical company has had 
@ monopoly of the fertilizer business in 
this section and have heen dictating the 
prices of rock and the products of the 
packing houses. The Armour company 
has concluded to utilize its own waste 
product in the way named, and a formid- 
able opposition to the Virginia-Caroiina 
Chemical. Company is about to be 
launched. The Swift company recently 
established .a fertilizer plant near At- 
lanta, which has proven successful, and 
the Armours are following the exampie 
of their competitors and providing a 
market for their product. The chemical 
company and other fertilizer plants will 
probably be seriously inconvenienced by 
the decision of the Armours to mgnufac- 
ture fertilizer, for the chemica] company 
now uses the product of the Armours’ 
packing houses. The chemical company 
ownes large tracts of rock, but without 


blood, tankage and other products of the 
packing houses, 


fertilizers cannot be 
manufactured, and here the chief difficul- 
ty will be experienced. The Armours will 
probably still have its waste product for 
sale, but it will be at prices much in ex- 
cess of the present quotations and the 
chemical company will not hive things 
their own way as they have now.

Ed Cook Required To Glve Two Bonds 
of $1,000 Each, 


WAS FINED IN THE POLICE COURT 


The Sequel to Ed Cook’s At- 
tempt To Use Bullwhip and 
Pistol on His Father—He 
Is Still in an Ugly 
Humor. 


Judge D. A. Cook swore out two war- 
rants yesterday morning against his son, 
Edward W. Cook, one charging burglary 
and the other requring him to keep the 
peace. 

Ed Cook is now held at the police bar- 
racks, having been unable to give bail 
up to a 'ate hour last night, 

This was the sequel to the attempt Ed 
made to use a bullwhip on his father 
Tuesday night. 

The prosecution of son by father on such 
a serious charge as burglary and the 


affidavit of the fatner that he is in fear 
of the son to such an extent that he 
wants him put under bond, makes another 
sensational chapter to an already sensa- 
tional story. 

Ed Cook was in no good humor vester- 
day, and at one time it was feared there 
would be trouble in the court when his 
case was tried). He seems to entertain 
the greatest antipathy. to his father, to 
express it in the mildest term, and there 
appears to be absolutely no contrition on 
his part over his desperate act of night 
before last when he went to his father’s 
apartménts with whip and pistol, and “ail- 
ing to find his father at home, he demol- 
ished furniture and _ pictures, leaving 
naught but wreckage behind him. 

Cook was arraigned for! trial in the re- 
corder’s court yesterday afternoon on the 
charge of drunk and disorderly. -lder- 
man Beutell presided. 

The officers stated that they had seen 
the rooms which the defendant had torn 
up and that there was nothing left whole 
inany of them. The door had been brok- 
en open. 

Cook admitted all of this and began to 
give an account of the trouble between 
himself and father, as was published in 
his statement in yesterday’s Constitution, 
but the recorder cut him off, saying that 
he only wished to hear about the disorder- 
ly conduct, 

Cook Before the Recorder. 

Cook said he had been driven to do what 
he did by the unnatural way in which his 
father had acted toward him. 

‘‘We read of unnatural mothers in the 
newspapers,’ he said, ‘“‘and this is the 
story of an unnatural father. He has 
persecuted me and tried to injure my 
character to such an extent that I could 
stand it no longer. That is all there Is 


in it.”’ 

Judge Cook was in court and was sworn 
as a witness, but he left the courtroom be- 
fore testifying and was not present when

A gentleman who is probably a trav- 
sling man himself, informs The Salt 
Lake Tribune that he finds most of the 
traveling men for McKinley. This may 
be true, but if it is it shows that the 
traveling men of the country permit 
their love for party to carry them far- 
ther than this sentiment carries other 


* classes. We do not believe that even 


the southern democrats wou!q consent 
to vote directly contrary to their busi- 
ness and financial interests. But here 
ig a class of men reported to be in favor 
of a party which is controlled by trusts 
and syndicates, the object and aim of 
which is to destroy competition in 
practically all lines of business, 

We had supposed that the livelihood 
of traveling men depended on competi- 
tion in the various lines of business 
and trade. The greater the competition 


the greater the demand for active and 


intelligent traveling salesmen. We re- 
menmiber that some time ago, when the 
consolidations and combinations of in- 
dustries were proceeding at a very live- 
ly rate, there was considerable commo- 
tion among traveling men as to the 
effect these new movements would 
have on their prosperity; and the state 
ment was made that a large number 
of them had been thrown out of em- 
ployment. 

This statement was reasonable on 
the face of it. for where a half dozen 
industries, each employing the services 
of one or more traveling men, were 
brought together under one manage- 


| Ment, it was natural to suppose that 
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the services of some could and would 
be dispensed. But if it has turned 
out that the trusts, syndicates and 


' other combinations have led to the em- 
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ployment of more traveling men at 


‘better wages, it is natural that this 


class should rush to the support of the

It seems that at last a few of the 
brethren at the north are beginning 
to take a reasonable view of such out- 
breaks as that which has recently oc- 
curred in New Orleans.

‘There 
are Many ways by which the rights of 
the people may be curtailed for which 
the supreme court provides no remedy.

ods by which the attention of the vo- 
ters is called away from the most vital 
issues on the plea that other questions 
are of more importance.

CENSUS BUREAU TURNED 
INTO“*PARTISAN ADJUNCT 


Washington, August 1.—(Special.)—The 
census bureau of the United States has 
been turned into a partisan adjunct of 
the republican party and a machine for 
the manufacture of republican literature. 
Evidence of this fact is accumulating in 
such overwhelming quantity and such 
unimpeachable character as will fairly 
startle the business world, which is most 
nearly affected by the work of the census 
bureau. 

As a fair, impartial and non-partisan re- 
port of the population and industries of 
the United States, the twelfth census will 
be absolutely untrustworthy and mislead- 
ing in every particular. Such a corrupt 
census has never before been taken in 
this country and the work of the partisan 
managers of the bureau, espécially in the 
great cities and industrial centers of the 
north and east, has been so bold and 
flagrant that all] who have come into 
contact with the bureau’s agents are well 
aware of the corruption and falsification 
of reports and the doctoring of statistics 
which is going on. 

The chief complaints do not arise from 
incorrect returns of the population, though 
in this particular there is plenty of ground 
for investigation. The failure or neglect 
to enumerate a few hundred thousand cit- 
izens in this country is not a matter of 
real, vital importance to the country at 
large, or to the business and commercial 
interests, which are chiefly interested in 
an accurate census. It is a matter of 
local and municipal pride everywhere to 
get out a full enumeration of the popula- 
tion, but the importance of this branch of 
the census is merely insignficant in com- 
parison with the great work of securing 
an absolutely fair, accurate and non-par- 
tisan report of the industrial and labor 
conditions of the country. And it is pre- 
cisely in this branch of the work that the 
managers of the twelfth census are cor- 
rupting the records. The business man, 
the manufacturer, the importer and ex- 
porter, the statistician, the sociologist, the 
student of public affairs, and, by no means 
least of all, the politician and public man, 
pin their faith to the United States cen- 
sus reports as they do their Bible. When 
this report is deliberately corrupted by 
scheming partisan managers in order to 
show a false condition of prosperity and 
bolster up party policy and class legisla- 
tion, the result cannot be otherwise than 
disastrous. Yet this is the condition of 
affdirs in the census bureau today and 
the character of the work renders it no 
more reliable statistically than a doctored 
campaign document. 

In the great cities and mining and indus. 
trial centers of the north and east, the 
men appointed as special agents of the 
census for the work of taking the indus- 
trial and labor statistics, are, almost with- 
out exception, partisans of the republican 
census machine, and in every case they 
are the victims of the corrupt policy of 
that machine. The republican administra- 
tion Kas decided that the twelfth census 
must show a high degree of prosperity of 
the McKinley brand, and the real facts of 
the situation are never allowed to hamper 
the editors of the census In making up 
their reports. In the first place the work 
of reporting the textile works of the coun- 
try, one of the largest and most important 
branches of the manufacturing industry, 
and one which responds most promptly 
and surely to artificial legislative restric- 
tions and special, privileges, has been 
taken out of the hands of the regular

It will be 
their duty to show that the textile indus- 
tries of the country are enjoying the 
highest degree of prosperity—and they will 
obey orders in the face of diametrically 
opposite conditions. The regular agents 
of the census could not be trusted to han- 
dle this delicate matter satisfactorily, and 


j without authority of. law or precedent. 


this work has been given to extra men 
who enjoy an increased remuneration and 
will protract the time of finishing the 
work several months beyond the period 
in which it could be done by the regular 
men. 

It is further charged that agents who 
bring In reports which fail to show a sat. 
isfactory degree of prosperity, are in- 
structed fo return these reports to the 
manufacturer and request him to revise 
it so as to make a more “‘favorable” show- 
ing. Thousands of manufacturers all over 
the country, whom the McKinley prosper- 
ity has not yet reached, will recall incl- 
dents of this kind in connection with this 
census and will remember that their re- 
ports of their own business have been 
returned to them a second and even a 
third time for revision, in an attempt to 
force them to report a degree of pros- 
perity which they have never enjoyed. 
Agents who bring in reports which do not 
show a satisfactory degree of prosperity 
are told that “tno such reports are want- 
ed,”’ and if they cannot do better, their 
places will be filled with men who can. 
It fs charged that reports which cannot 
be made satisfactory by the manufacturer 
are revised by “experts” so that a good 
percentage of profits will be shown. 
Every report brought fn by a special 
agent, it is charged, is carefully insnected 
in the local census office and “corrected,” 
ff it is not up to the standard of prosper- 
ity prescribed by the Washington author- 
ities. The reports are not sent to Wash- 
ington for tabulation until they have 
passed the local inspectors and have been 
made satisfactory. But in spite of this 
rigid inspection many of the reports fail 
to satisfy the requirements of the bureau 
at Washington and are returned to the 
local agent for further “correction.” 

Many census agents, have vainly resorted 
to the practice of securing affidavits from 
manufacturers testfying to the accuracy 
of reports which have not shown sufficient 
prosperity to satisfy the rule of the bu- 
reau. But even this course avails nothing. 
Cold facts are not wanted in this census 
if they interfere with the prearranged 
scheme of the republican machine: and 
if the agent persists in this course he is 
dropped from the rolls and a more com- 
placent man secured. 

Many other charges of corruption in 
every branch of the work are made, and 
apparently substantiated by the strongest 
evidence. In all the divisions dealing with 
the conditions of labor, industries, 
finances, agriculture and loans and mort- 
gages, the same degree of corruption is 
said to prevail. And yet congress will 
be asked to sanction the payment of more 
than $10,000,000 for this monstrous false- 
hood in order that the McKinley admin- 
istration may “point with pride” to its

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TEDFORD’S PLAY 
CAUSES COMMENT 


Rumors of Plagiarism Resulted from 
the Use of a Story. 


MR. TEDFORD EXPLAINS 


Says the Play Was Taken from Mrs. 
Garrison’s ‘“‘The Eleventh Hour.” 


HE FAILED TO GIVE HER CREDIT 


Story Was Copyrighted by Frank 
Munsey—A Statement Is Made 
by Julian Harris. 


Since the production of “Hearts and 
Flowers,” a curtain raiser, by Linton 
Tedford, there has been much said about 
it. In fact, there was used in the one- 
act play nearly all of a very pretty little 
storiette entitled ‘‘The Eleventh Hour,” 
which appeared in Munsey’s Magazine a 
year ago, Mrs. Theodosia Pickering Gar- 
rison being the author. 

There were many in the audiences of 
each night who recalled the story at 
once, and as Mr. Tedford had failed 
through the press and by the _ pro- 
srammes and bill boards to announce 
that he had adapted the storiette, the 
discussion centered about the suggestion 
of plagiarism. Mr. Tedford's friends, to 
some of whom he had confided the fact 
that the play was an adaptation, felt 
Sure that nothing was further from his 
fntentions than to appropriate the 
thoughts of another and present them 
as original. They insisted that if he 
really did use the storiette as a basis 
that he had through an aver-sight— 
through carelessness only—failed to give 
the credit that was due Mrs. Garrison. 

In explanation of the affair Mr. Ted- 
ford makes the following statement, 
which details the reasons of his over- 
sight in the matter and handles Mrs. 
Garrison in a most unexpected fashion: 

Mr. Tedford’s Statement. 

“Yes it is true that a few thirteen- 
inch sheels have been flying in my 
direction from an unexpected Garri- 
son for the past few days. Whether 
the scheme of the clever New York 
author is to get a lot of free adver- 
tising for both of us out of this bus- 
iness or to make me surrender a few 
dead head seats I got at the Grand 
as royalty, I am at a loss to know. 
I am satisfied with either supposi- 
tion. Free advertising helps business. 
I can send her the seats at the Grand 
if she desires. 


“It will be remembered that ‘Hearts and 
Flowers’ was writen to be put on as a 
curtain raiser to ‘Bibi,’ the amateur en- 
tertainment that took place at the Grand 
several months ago. There were four 
people in the original caste, all of whom 
clearly understood that the play was an 
adaptation and not entirely original with 
me. In fact, the young lady who was to 
take the leading role went over the mag- 
azine story with me and we selected the 
parts of it that we wanted. When the 
play was written up in the papers then 
as my production I told'the city editor of 
The Constitution that it was not alto- 
gether original with me and that I had 
gotten the plot from a Munsey storiette. 

“When it was found impossible to put 
on ‘Hearts and Flowers’ with ‘Bibi’ I 
intended to drop the thing for gdédod. 
When the stock company began this sum- 
mer several of my friends approached 
me with the request that I allow the 
company to produce the curtain raiser, 
which I consented to do. Before and 
since then I have made it a point to 
state positively to nearly all those who 
spoke to me of the play that it was not 
entirely my own manufacture and that 
the basis of the plot was taken from the 
story. 

“Had I dramatized Mrs. Garrison’s 
story with a view to putting it on \pro- 
fessionally or ever selling it, I certainly 
would have secured her consent before 
doing so. I did nothing more than hun- 
dreds of others are doing over the coun- 
try, and if the original author does not 
expect her writings to be thusly compli- 
mented, she had beter stop giving the 
public the best short stories that hajve 
been published in many years.”’ 

Statement from Mr. Vick. 

‘As one of the original caste of the 
curtain-raiser, ‘Hearts and Flowers,’ 
when we contemplated producing it in 
connection with ‘Bibi,’ at the Grand last 
May, I would state that when Mr. Ted- 
ford first approached me‘with reference 
to the same, and before the lines had 
been written, he frankly told me that 
the same would be an adaptation from a 
little story which had appeared in Mun- 
sey’s some time previous. He did not 
endeavor, in any way, to Trepresent that 
the ideas or the theme of the piece was 
his own work and the contention of Mrs. 
Garrison as to plagarism must appear 
ridicuous and entirely uncalled for to any 


fair-minded person.

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IS MEETING WITH FAVOR

Many Belleve a Wider Scope Would 
Be Glven to the Work. 


WORK OF OFFICIALS SATISFACTORY 


The Proposed Plan Which May Go 
Before the Legislature Contem- 
plates the Transplanting of 
Present Station to 
Milledgeville. 


Much agitation is being given in state 
Official circles at present to a plan for 
the removal of. the Georgia experiment 
station from Griffin to Milledgeville, 
where, on the newly developed prison 
farm, many persons believe the opportu- 
nity for agricultural experiment and 
progress will be much greater than that 
now afforded through the comparatively 
small station at Griffin. 

The discussion of this important change 
has been indulged in to a great degree 
among the progressive farmers of the 
state since the prison farm met with its 
first success last year and from the pres- 
ent outlook there is every reason to be- 
lieve that some measure looking to the 
change of the station will be proposed in 
the next legislature. The location of the 
station is a matter that rests entirely 
with the house and senate, and aside 
from any political aspect natural to such 
a question the leading agriculturists of 
Georgia and officials as well desire to see 
the experiment station brought to its 
highest degree of efficiency and placed 
where opportunities for more genéral ex- 
periment will be at hand. 

The experiment station at Grifin—which 
has. it is said, been conducted in the 
most able and satisfactory manner—con- 
tains but little over 100 acres of land. 
The running expenses of the station are 
paid, of course, out of the annual appro 
priation of $15,000 from the government 
made for this specific purpose and the 
station is therefore not on the state’s 
expense list. Those who advocate the re- 
moval of the station and its entire man- 
agement, as it stands now, to Milledge- 
ville, point to the fact that the state has 
3.300 acres on the prison farm, largely 
under cultivation and unsually produc- 
tive: that the use of convict labor suffi- 
cient for all the needs of the farm guar- 
antees prompt and thorough work per- 
formed under guards; that the opportu- 
nity for experiment on a large scale will 
be offered on the broad fields of the Mil- 
ledgeville place and finally that it would 
be to the advantage of the state in the 
management of so large a farm to have 
an expert who can, while paying the ex- 
penses of the farm with its products, 
demonstrate the advantage of this or that 
system of the large growers of Georgia. 

It was stated by a leading official yes- 
terday that Georgia is practically alone 
among the states of the south in respect 
to the way in which her agricultural de- 
partments are divided up. He did not 
hesitate to express the opinion that bet- 
ter results for the farmer of the state 
could be obtained if the experiment sta- 
tion was moved to the prison farm and 
given the advantage of the 3,300 acres 
that will soon be in cultivation. 

Chairman Turner, of the state prison 
commission, would say nothing regard- 
ing any advantages that would accrue 
to the exper§nent station through its 
removal to Milledgeville. He admitted, 
however. that some discussion of the 
subject has recently come to his atten- 
tion. 

It is understood that no objection would 
Le raised by the members of the prison 
commission to the plan proposed, al- 
though it is said they would expect as 
a matter of course to retain final control 
of all work done on the farm. 

The discussion of the change has only 
recently been given publicity, but there 
are many who regara it as a wise change 
to make and who expect to see some 
measure introduced aiong that line in 
the next house. The greatest difficulty 
in the path of the removal of the sta- 
tion, it is said, would be satisfying the 
people of Griffin who brought up the 
present experiment station property in 
order to give it to the state. This is, 
however. not an insurmountable obstacle 
and it might be overcome, it is believed, 
to the satisfaction of all concerned.

Judge John S. Candler Passed Sen- 
tence Wednesday Mcrning. 


LOONEY’S BOND IS — FORFEITED 


Detective’s Name Was Called Three 
Times in Court, But He Failed 
To Appear To Answer. 


a 


Unless the unforseen happens, James L. 
Baker will be hanged on the 22d of this 
month at the Tower between the hours 
of 11 o'clock in the morning and 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 

Judge John 8S. Candler yesterday morn- 
ing sentenced him to be hanged. Baker 
is the butcher who shot his wife to death 
while she sat at the supper table on the 
evening of April 18th. He was arrested 
immediately; indicted for murder by the 
grand jury; tried, convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged. all within a week from the 
day on which the killing occurred. 

Baker declared he did not mean to 
kill his wife, but was shooting at a man 
by the rniame of Pittman, who, Baker 
charged, had broken up his home. Baker’s 
attorney carried his client’s. case to the 
Supreme court, but the verdict of the 
lower Court was affirmed. 

Before Judge Candler, in Judge Lump- 
kin’s courtroom, at 10 o’clock yesterday, 
the finding of the higher court was made 
that of the lower court and the new sen- 
tence was pronounced, 

As Baker sat in the court by the side 
of Attorney Lee J. Langley, his lawyer, 
he appeared a changed man. He was 
clean shaved and his face shone with that 
pecullar pallor which comes of long con- 
finement within prison walls. No one 
who saw the man during his trial would 
have recognized the one who stood up 


words that meant his doom. ' 

That he was nervous was apparent. He 
bit his lips and did not seem to know 
what to do with his hands. Attorney 
Langley was asked by the court if he 
had anything to say why sentence of 
death should not be pronounced upon his 
client. He stated he had none. Baker 
was then required to stand while sen- 
tence was passed. 

He will be placed under guard until the 
day of his execution. The hanging, ac- 
cording to law, will be in private; five 
court officers, a physician, a clergyman 
and whatever relatives Baker desires are 
the only ones permitted to be present. 
He still has faith in the pardon board, it 
is said. and looks to that body as his only 
chance now. ° 


Looney’s Bond Forfeited. 


The bond of Detective David 8S. Looney, 
given in the contempt case against him, 
was yesterday forfeited and his bonds- 
men will be sued for the amount. The 
bond was for $1,000, and those who went 
security for him were Dempse Perkerson 
and §. G. Bryan. 

Looney, it will be remembered, was 
sentenced to serve twenty days in the 
Tower -for contempt, the case growing 
out of the charge of two lawyers in the 
city that Looney and his partner, William 
A. Bradley, had gone to them with a 
proposition to tamper with a juror in a 
noted will case, then on trial] in the su- 
perior court. 

Both men gave bond and the case was 
earried to the supreme court. That tri- 
bunal affirmed the finding of the lower 
court. The case was called before Judge 
Candler yesterday morning, Judge Lump- 
kin being in Burope at present. Looney 
wes not in court when his name was 
called. The bond of William A. Brad- 
ley was also forfeited at the same time. 

Bradley disappeared from the city the 
day before the grand jury returned a 
true bill against him and Looney charg- 
ing them with embracery. That case is 
still pending in the criminal] branch of the 
superior court, having been postponed a 
number of times on account of the ill- 
ness of Detective Looney, who underwent 
a surgical operation, 

Looney’s bond in the embracery case 
‘amounts to $3,000. It is understood that 
his bondsmen in the contempt case were 
in communication with the sheriff's office 
yesterday and it may be that an effort 
will be made to bring him back to Atlan- 
ta before September Ist.

Strength in Special Stocks. 


New York, August 1.—FExcept for the deal- 
ings in a handful of stocks, the list of stock 
exchange securities was a stagnant inert mass 
today. Many usually active stocks dropped 
out of the dealings entirely, and transactions 
in other prominent stocks fell to insignificant 
propertions. Sugar, Union Pacific, Baltimore 
and Ohio and Brooklyn Rapid Transit made the 
market and all the rest of the dealings might 
have been dropped out of public notice for 
any significance they had on current conditions. 
There is not much expectation that cond:tions 
will change fn the stock market for some time 
to come. The world of capital awaits the so- 
lution of the problem in China and the resulting 
requirements of the world’s money markets, 
the ultimate fate of the crops in the United 
States, the settlement of the basis on which fu- 
ture business in the tron and steel industry Is 
to be done and the settling down of political 
conditions. The future of the money market is 
especially confusing and complex and cxpert 
opinions differ widely as to the course to be 
expected. The imminence of European war 
loans prompts one set of prophets to argue 
a drain and a resulting stringency, while an- 
other school urges that the creation of credits 
and their prompt outlay will be a relief rather 
than a detriment to the business and financial 
world. The expected drain of gold from the 
United States is halting, and it is not ex- 
pected now that gold will go out this week. 
Sterling exchange and London discounts failed 


to advance today, and London exchange in - 


Paris Jumped a full centime. The Bank of 
England also reduced its price for American 
eagles % penny. Whether this policy indi- 
cates a confidence on the part of the English 
institution that it will secure gold ultimately 
without offering special inducements remains 
to be seen. The benefit which the money mar- 
ket has had from the government deficit for 
July cannot be expected to continue in Au- 
gust. Even for July the $4,000,000 deficit was 
only about half that for July of last year. The 
redemption of the old 2 per cents, interest on 
which teases on August {8th, will be a 
feature of the month. But of the $19,000,000 
of these outstanding over $13,000,000 are on 
deposit in Washington to secure circulation and 
government deposits. In order to avoid a con- 
traction in circulation and withdrawal of de- 
posits in the banks, these bonds must there- 
fore be replaced by other government bonds for 
deposit. The net result to the money market 
will therefore be small. The generally firm 
undertone of the stock market today was in 
Sympathy with strength in special stocks.

Chicago, August !.—Wheat wos quite firm 
today notwithstanding the decided dullness, and 


closed at an advance of %c. Higher cables 


and a good cash inquiry with some bad far 
western threshing returns made traders favor 
the buying side of the market. Corn was weak, 
lack of cash demand and good crops causing 
%e decline. Oats closed at %c decline. Pro- 
visions advanced from a shade to 7c. 

Wheat opened firm notwithstanding the fact 
that the deliveries on August contracts were 
unexpectedly heavy, the total being close to 
2,000,000 bushels. Initial prices for Septem- 
ber was slightly higher at 75@75%c, compare 
with yesterday's close of 74%@75c, and in the 
first few minutes’ trading the price advanced 
to 75%c. Liverpool was up %@%d. This was 
unlooked for and suggested reasons for strength 
abroad independent of crop failure in this 
country, and acted as a stimulus to the market 
at first.

Dr. Fox Writes a Card. 


Editor Constitution—An article in your issue 
of this date, headed ‘‘Unique Case Is Decided,”’ 
does a grave injustice to Mr. M. N. Blount. 

The facts are these: William Carr brought 
suit against Mr. Blount upon an alleged con- 
tract for distributing tickets at the late pri- 
mary election On the date of the primary Mr. 
Carr was assigned to duty at Cook’s district, 
and at 10 o’clock on the morning of the pri- 
mary I was at the voting place at Cook's dis- 
trict and found that Mr. Carr was not there, 
and my information was that he made no 
effort whatever to perform the duty assigned 
him. When suit was brought against Mr. 
Blount he referred the matter to me, and 
I, being aware that Carr had not performed 
the service, insisted that a plea be filed deny- 
ing his right to recover for the sole reason that 
he had not dcne the work which he had con- 
tracted to do. Mr. Blount knew nothing of the 
facts, and it was upon my advice and insistence 
that the defense above named was made, as I 
knew of my own knowledge that Carr did rot 
do the work fcr which he was seeking to 
recover. 

When the case came on for trial in Judge 
Bateman’s court I appeared as a witness end 
testified to the facts above stated, which were 
not denied by any one. At the conclusion of the 
evidence Judge Bateman rendered his decision 
in favor of the defendant; and upon his own 
motion placed his ruling upon the ground that 
such a contract was contrary to public policy. 
No such point was made by Mr. Blount, my- 
self or any one else connected with the case, 
and it was a mere voluntary ruling made by the 
court upon his own motion. We did not rely, 
and do not now rely. upon that as a defense. 
But we stand upon the merits and justice of the 
defendant’s cause, that he owes Carr nothing 
for the simple and sole reason that Carr did 
not do the work that he contracted to do.
